System Under Attack Again

Washington — Bumper strips 
are not out yet nor are the re- 
lated pieces of promotional ma- 
terial necessary to get the point 
across. 

But a new slogan is expected 
to emerge in Washington after 
Election Day, 1972. It i: 
“Think Four.” 

Founders of the ‘Think Four” 
movement are members of 
Congress now making efforts to 
end the House and Senat se- 
niority system. 

Their creed is that by 1976 
enough gears may be in place 
to eliminate the system and 
place congressmen and senators 
in committee chairmanships on 
merit rather than tenure. 

Many believe, however, that 
1976 is a more than optimistic 
goal. 

Those pushing the effort to 
abolish seniority note that if the 
effort is successful it could far 
overshadow any infighting be- 
tween Democrats and Republi- 
cans over selection of a presi- 
dent. Reformers argue that an 
overhaul in Congress would pro- 
duce far more changes in fed- 
eral law than any that could be 
conceived by an incumbent or 
would-be resident at 1600 Penn- 
sylvania Ave. 

Abolishing House - Senate se- 
niority is not taken lightly by 
either party. 

Leaders of the antiseniority 
bloc are centered in the Demo- 
cratic Study Group, an advo- 
cacy body on Capitol Hill com- 
prised entirely of liberal Demo- 
erats. 

Coalition Necessary 

The DSG contends that abol- 
ishment of the seniority system 
is possible within four years. 
But they say the trick wiil only 
be turned by a coalition of 
younger members of Congress 
from both parties 

DSG analysts pose an inter- 
esting theory on this point. 

They not a rule which states 
a speaker of the House must be 
elected by a majority vote of 
members. Since a party in con- 
trol has the necessary votes, 
these elections every two years 
are considered academic. 

However, they say the turn- 
over in House seating is becom- 
ing more rapid. There will be 
4] new members of the House 
this year based only on retire 
ments, resignations and deaths, 

The DSG contention is that 
any reshman member of Con- 
gress — whether he be liberal 
Democrat or conservative Re- 
publican — will be sympathetic 
to reform designed at improv- 
ing his or her chances of per- 
forming in Washington 

What it boils down to is the 
recognized fact that by 1976, the 
number of “new” members of 
Congress (those here less than 
eight years) will be nearing a 
majority necessary to elect a 
speaker. 

Democratic and Republican 
sources said the theory is not 
far-fetched. 

All conceded any takeover of 
the House leadership by insur- 
gent Democrats—with GOP as- 
sistance — would require some 
type of compromise on benefits. 

The compromise could come 
in a promise by the new speak 
er—presumably a Democrat— 
that Republicans would ge given 


chairmanships of many of the 
House subcommittees. 

This action would be the big- 
gest break in House tradition in 
more than 60 years. By current 
House procedures, the majority 
party names all officers from 
the speaker on down and gives 
chairmanships and subcommit- 
tee roles only to senior mem- 
bers. 

The reformers, despite out- 
ward energy and better organi- 
zation, are nevertheless facing 
a fact of life about seniority 
which Lyndon Johnson once laid 
down: 

‘I know you young fellows 
don’t like the seniority system. 
But the longer you are around 
there, the better you will like 
it.”

RED SPIDERS ON 
MARIGOLDS 

A sudden fading and mottl- 
ing of the upper leaves of ma 
golds is often due to red spi- 
ders. 

Normal flowers with mottled 
and gray foliage is typical of 
red spiders on marigolds while 
yellow crowns and greenish 
flowers are symptoms of a vir- 
us. Both are a disaster to mari- 
golds but red spiders can be 
controlled by spraying. 

Red spiders are minute spi- 
ders that feed on the leaves of 
many trees, shrubs, flowers 
and vegetables. They are small, 
active creatures about the size 
of specks of pepper. In spite of 
their small size they can easily 
be seen when the infestation 
becomes heavy. The spiders 
vary from almost no color at 
all to pale yellow. A magnify- 
ing glass will easily reveal 
their presence or sharply jar- 
ring a branch over a piece of 
white paper will produce a 
crowd of stampeding spiders on 
the white background. 

Fading foilage and poor 
growth on many flowers, veg- 
etables and shrubs are com- 
mon symptoms. Two or three 
weekly sprays with dicofol 
(Kelthane) or chlorobenzilate 
will provide seasonal control. 
You must concentrate on the 
underside of the leaves and 
thoroughly drench the plant 
during each application. 


WATERWEEDS IN PONDS 

Waterweeds and pond scum 
can be controlled without  kill- 
ing the fish or tampering with 
the normal ecology. 

Waterweed control with chem- 
icals and proper management 
depends on: seasonal observa- 
tions to predict the growth and 
prudent treatment before the 
problem becomes acute. Late 
summer treatment requires 
more skill to predict the ex- 
tent of the problem, product to 
use and effect on the fish. 

Ten years of research on con- 
trol of aquatic weeds in Illinois 
is incorporated in the revised 
publication, ‘‘Aquatic Weeds, 
their Identification and Con- 
trol’, Fisheries Bulletin #4, 
from the Department of Con- 
servation. 

Proper identification of the 
weed species is the key to suc- 
ces. Early season treatment 
produces better results when 
the plants are tender and small. 

Late summer treatment is 
risky because of critical oxy- 
gen levels in the water. Matur- 
ing weeds in August use up 
oxygen instead of producing it. 
Late season treatment can kill 
fish when the dying weeds 
overload the natural system 
and remove too much oxygen. 

Floating weeds are easier to 
kill because smaller amounts of 
chemicals are required and less 
volume (cubic feet) is involved. 

If you want to begin a man- 
agement program, visit your 
local Cooperative Extension 
Service office and review a 
copy of Fisheries Bulletin #4 
before you begin to work on 
weed identification.

GC School Board Ok’s Plan 
To Remodel Substation 


The Granite City Board of 
Education approved plans to re- 
model an electric substation on 
the high school parking lot dur- 
ing a meeting Monday night. 

According to a proposal by 
Illinois Power Co., transform- 
ers and secondary bus conduc- 
tors should be replaced because 
of an increased load over the 
years with various additions to 
the school. 

The utility also reported that 
the fenced area is inadequate to 
provide proper clearance from 
the energized equipment and 
should be replaced and ex- 
panded. 

According to Tully A, Heub- 
ner, director of buildings and 
grounds, the cost to the school 
district, payable to the power 
company, will be $2,655 plus a 
monthly increase from $54.90 to 
$68.60. 

In addition, he said, the dis- 
trict will have to pay for fenc- 
ing and a concrete pad, and an 
estimated cost of $1,111 was re- 
ceived from the S. M. Wilson 
Co. The board deferred the Wil- 
son estimate until the next 
meeting pending further infor- 
mation. 

The board also granted ease- 
ments at the new high school 
property to IPC and Union 
Electric Co. to install utility 
lines.

Granted a leave of absence to

Legislation requiring that all 
athletic events sponsored by the 
Illinois High School Association 
be covered by liability insur- 
ance provided by the associa- 
tion will be introduced in the 
next Illinois General Assembly 
by Sen, Sam M. Vadalabene. 

“We have to insure that sit- 
uations such as the one which 
arose at Edwardsville last year 
never recur,” Vadalabene said. 

“Tt seems clear to me that 
events sponsored by the THSA 
at facilities supported by the 
taxpayers can be provided with 
reasonable prior protection. 

“By looking ahead, we can 
insure that local school boards 
are not saddled with special ex- 
penses arising from events in 
which their schools were not 
even directly involved. 

“It would be tragic if dis- 
tricts like Edwardsville would 
have to permanently refuse to 
sponsor popular events like sec- 
tional tournaments. 

The IHSA has been in busi- 
ness a long time and it has the 
resources to pravide this rea- 
sonable protection. If it won’t 
do so voluntarily, the State will 
have to see that it does, That's 
why I intend to introduce legis- 
lation to that effect in the next 
General Assembly,” Vadala- 
bene concluded.

Area veterinarians are ex- 
pressing concern about the 
spread of distemper in cats, 
now believed to be reaching 
epidemic proportions, and the 
increasing number of distem- 
per cases diagnosed in dogs. 

Several kittens and puppies 
suffering the effects ofthe dis- 
ease and seen by veterinarians 
in the past two weeks were un- 
ible to be helped due to the 
udvance stages of the ailment 
Distemper is communicated 
through an airborne virus. 
Only a few cases of distem: 
per in dogs and none in felines 
came to the attention of the 
animal doctors during the sum- 
mer months, it was learned. 
The number of cases involving 
sick animals has increased 
each week since temperatures 
have lowered and rainy weather 
began. 

Mrs, Judith ‘Johnson, presi- 
dent of the Quad-City Associa- 
tion for the Protection of Ani- 
mals, was advised of the di 
temper problem by. veterinari- 
ans. She is urging pet owners 
to have puppies and kittens in- 
noculated to prevent further 
spread of the disease, 

The APA recommends that 
all kittens receive their first 
preventive shots by the age of 
six: weeks and puppies their. ini- 
tial distemper inoculation be- 
fore eight weeks. 

Immediate steps should be 
taken by persons whose pets 
are due or past due for distem- 
per booster shots, Mrs. Johnson 
advised.

Conveyor System 
Prevents Damage 
To Steel Coils 


Granite City Steel Co. has de- 
veloped a unique, automated 
conveyor system to provide 
greatly improved handling, stor- 
age and delivery of hot rolled 
coils. 

Called “Coil Control,”’ the sys- 
tem automatically transports, 
tracks and inventories bands 
from the GCS 80-inch hot strip 
mill to shipping, storage and 
pickling areas 

The name of the game is to 

get the right coil to the right 
place in the right condition at 
the right time,”” Robert D. Mc- 
Bride, GCS vice president-oper- 
ations, explained today 

“With ‘Coil Control’ we can 
do that, because each coil is 
moved directly to its designated 
storage area by conveyor. 

‘Coil damage due to addition- 
a! handling has been eliminated 
and so have delays in process- 
ing orders taused by misplaced 
coils.” 

The 80-inch hot strip mill pro- 
duces hot rolled coils for the 
company’s own customers and 
finishing departments and also 
is a substantial supplier of hot 
bands for National's Midwest 
Steel Division at Portage, Ind 

The “Coil Control” system is 
built around a 530-foot conveyor 
line, a “micro-computer”. that 
permits the tracking of each in- 
transit coil, and an inventory 
control system of coils in stor- 
age using a data processing 
computer. 

The conveyor line took a year 
to build, went into operation 
earlier this year, and is one of 
the largest capital improvement 
projects Granite City Steel has 
campleted in recent years.

Anthropology Books 
Written by SIUE Prof 


Two books written by Ernest 
L. Schusky, chairman of the 
department of anthropology of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, are being re- 
leased in second editions by 
their publishers. 

“A Manual for Kinship Analy- 
sis’ was released this summer, 
as part of the Studies in An- 
thropological Method series of 
the Holt, Rinehart and Winston 
Publishing Co. Using examples 
of family systems of various 
cultures, Schusky’s work is de- 
signed for serious students of 
anthropology. 

“The importance of kinship is 
illustrated by an anecdote about 
Australian aborigines,” he said

for exchange. When aborigines 
met Europeans and could trace 
no bond of kin, they might kill 
them, since a non-relative was 
in a class with non-humans.”

Culture,” 
will be released in a second ed- 
ition this winter by Prentice- 
Hall Inc. The first edition went 
through seven printings. The 
work was co-authored by T. 
Patrick Culbert for the elemen- 
tary anthropology course at 
SIUE, when Culbert and Schusky 
were the only two instructors 
on the anthropology faculty. 
Culbert has since joined the 
faculty of the University of 
Arizona 

Schusky joined the 
ulty in 1960.

Alderman Sam Whitmer said 
“this means that the taxpayer 
from then on pays a higher bill 
for pensions.” He said the 1972- 
73 budget for firemen’s pen- 
sions amounts to $156,000, “and 
it will grow well beyond that 
under this kind of an arrange- 
ment.” 

Longevity Pay Boost 

The ordinance specifies that 
when a fireman notifies the 
city 75 days in advance of his 
retirement, the city shall add 
the amount of his hospitaliza- 
tion insurance paid by the city 
to the firemen’s salary as a 
longevity step for the last two 
months of his employment. 
Whitmer brought out that this 
would result in a higher salary 
figure upon which the retiree’s 
pension is based. 

Alderman William Dallas re- 
vived the ordinance with a mo- 
tion for reconsidration which 
carried by a vote of 10 to 4 with 
all 14 aldermen present. A mo- 
tion to rescind the action. of 
the previous meeting followed. 
It carried also by a 10 to 
vote. 

Whitmer was unsuccessful in 
a motion to amend the ordi- 
nance eliminating the pay is- 
sue. 

The same vote 10 to 4 was 
cast on a motion by Dallas for 
final passage of the ordinanct 
with Aldermen Whitmer, Wa 
ter Nonn, Steve’ Basarich and 
Emerald Dawes voting against 
the measure.

Secretary of State John W. 
Lewis said yesterday mailing 
of 1973 automobile plates started 
Monday using a new handling 
system that will save more 
than $300,000 in postage, has en- 
abled the office to deposit in 
excess of $1 million in license 
fees earlier and permits faster 
delivery of more plates. 

“Work has been proceeding 
on the new system for several 
months,” the Secretary said, 
“and it was accomplished 
through the cooperation of U. S. 
postal authorities and the Divi 
sions of Auto Registration and 
Accounting Revenue.” 

He explained that under the 
new system license plates that 
are to be mailed are sorted by 
Zip Code and bagged accord- 
ingly. These plates are then de- 
livered to the Springfield Post 
Office where they are loaded on 
mail trucks for delivery to the 
27 Post Office sectional centers 
scattered throughout the state. 

Presorting the plates in this 
fashion qualifies the office of 
the Secretary of State for bulk 
mailing rate of 18.4 cents per 
set. Last year, the plates were 
sorted at the Sprignfield Post 
Office by postal employees and 
the rate was 36 cents per set 
Last year, 1,902,000 sets of 
plates" were mailed. If this 
same number is mailed this 
year, there will be a postage 
savings of $317,152 ® 

Secretary Lewis said changes 
in plate handling and the zip 
sorting enabled the office to 
have 102,000 sets of license 
plates ready for mailing on 
Monday compared to 10,000 on 
the first day of mailing in 1971 
He also reported that as of 
Sept. 28 last year the office had 
received 455,175 applications in: 
avolving reassignments or re. 
quests. This total zoomed to 
620,495 for the same day this 
year 

The secretary also 
that it is, expected 
vearly oné million r 
ments will be in the hands of 
the owners by Dec. 1, the first 
jate that the 1973 license plates 
can be legally displayed.

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Drive Success Not an ‘Unreachable Star’ If All Make It Happen 


The way the 1973 Tri-Cities Area 
United Fund has begun bodes well for 
its eventual outcome. 

The kickoff meeting was attended 
by an enthusiastic gathering ranging 
from housewives to workers to com- 
pany presidents to agency volunteers 
to representatives of a wide variety of 
organizations, 

There was no false optimism. The 
number of manufacturing jobs here is 
fewer than in the mid-1960s and there 
have been other changes affecting local 
firms. This places deeper responsibil- 
ity on each individual and each group 
to personally make the United Fund 
campaign a success by pledging not 
only as much as last year but consider- 
ably more.

Throughout local history dating 
back to the pioneering days of the 
previous century, Quad-Cityans have 
had to look to their own resources, to 
“pull themselves.up by their own boot- 
straps,"" in order to progress. It is no 
different today, but loeal residents 
fortunately still: have the same kind of 
resolve as their forebears. 

This is a ‘can do” community when 
the challenge is urgent and when it is 
widely understood. The 1973 cam- 
paign is a “crossroads” which truly 
merits extra concern, extra dedication. 

For the future of the local United 
Fund and for the future of the Quad- 
Cities, it is especially important this 
fall that residents, workers, businesses 
and groups collectively do all that is 
necessary to attain the minimum UF 
goal of $413,661. 

The kickoff has occurred.

Opening of New Dental School a Proud Occasion for This County 


Having campaigned as hard as any 
newspaper to secure a dental school 
for Madison County, we are especially

Recommended on_ the basis of 
studies by the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education in 1968, the school was 
formally established by SIU trustees 
April 18, 1969, 


Quad-Cityans who have played a 
significant role in the planning include 
Harold R. Fischer, chairman of the 
SIUE board, and Dr. Albert W. Trtanj, 
a local doctor of dental surgery who 
is the current president of the Tri- 
Cities Chamber of Commerce. 


The span between the spring of 
1969 and the fall of 1972 may seem 
considerable, but it actually is a record- 
shattering time compared to the ex- 
perience elsewhere in the United States. 


It was a difficult, complex under 
taking. A warm vote of thanks is due 
SIUE President John S. Rendleman, 
Dr. Frank J. Sobkowski, dean of the 
new School of Dental. Medicine, and 
a long list of other officials and citi- 
zens. There were many pitfalls and 
delays, and it could not have been 
accomplished without timely, appro- 
priate individual actions and public 
response. 


In trimming the normal start-up time 
from seven years to three years, SIUE 
recognized the dental man- 
power shortage here and elsewhere in 
Downstate Illinois. Speed was vital be- 
cause more than half of this state's 
6,000 dentists are over the age of 55 
and only a fourth of them are located 
outside the six-country Chicago metro 
politan ‘area 

The initial class of 24 dental 
dents includes four Quad-Cityans. 

It is a tribute to the obviously high 
caliber of the faculty and program that 
competition for these 24 places 
so intense. The innovative curriculum 
will enable each student to graduate in 
three calendar years, rather than the 
traditional four years, by attending 
classes 44 weeks a year. 

The dividends of the new dental 
school will be numerous, both for the 
profession and for residents of this 
area and the Midwest 

The achievement is extraordinary, 
and this is a proud week for everyone

Coal Conversion to Gas Looms Big in State's Future

Springfield — A rosy though 
coal black picture of a brighter 
economic day in Illinois has 
been painted in a final draft of 
a survey of coal gasification in 
the state. 


The report was requested by 
the Institute for Environmental 
Quality (IEQ) and prepared by 
the Institute of Gas Technology 
(GT) 


Michael Schneiderman, IEQ 
director, said the IGT was paid 
a reduced .rate for the report 
since it fails to provide some 
requested information 

In substance, the report 
says Illinois has enough 

coal reserves to support a 

very large coal gasification 

industry with ‘‘at least” 29 

plants, each generating 250 

million cubic feet daily. 

The synthetic gas should 
have a price tag competi- 
tive with other alternative 
sources of gas supply, and 
be produced without envir- 
onmental damage; it would 
meet the growing crisis of 
natural gas shortage while 
utilizing Ilinois’ vast coal 
reserves, it is concluded. 

Based on current technology, 
some plants could be in opera- 
ton by 1975-76 with advanced 
technology plants possible by 
1980. 

According to the study, each 
of the 29 or more plants will 
provide direct jobs for about 
1,600 people with an additional 
1,000 jobs generated in related 
areas in nearby communities. 

Plants will each bring an 
initial $115 million investment 
to the area and produce $21 


million annually in personal in- 
come. 

On a “some good news and 
some bad news" basis, the 
foregoing is the good news. 

The bad news falls two 
major categories, one more 
easily corrected than the other. 

One is that all these. good 
things depend, and heavily, on 
enormous amounts of water 
being available, and adequate 
ground water situations occur 
only on the western edge of 
Madison County and on the 
northern boundaries of Menard 
and Macon counties. 

The other counties are: San- 
gamon, Christian, Macoupin, 
Montgomery,. Bond, Clinton, 
Marion, Washington and Frank- 
lin. 

Water can be contained in 
reservoirs in adequate amounts 
but reservoirs can only be built 
in certain circumstances. 

And where they do exist, or 
could, much of their water 
capacity might first have to go 
for some other purposes. 

The longer the distance 
water must be piped in, for 
instance from the Missis- 
sippi or Wabash rivers, the 
higher the price of the end 
product. 

Dampening that wet blanket 
even more is the fact that most 
of the water used is consumed 
in gasification, and can’t be 
reused. 

The other main problem, 
which may be easier to solve, 
is that a state which has an 
estimated 500-year supply of 

reserves has a “lack of 
icient mining manpower” 
for an industry which would re- 
quire 1,100 to 1,200 people to 
furnish the feedstock — coal — 


in 


for each plant. 

Since 1961, the state has aver- 
aged about 8,000, bituminous 
coal miners, so ‘the mining 
force in Illinois -would have to 
go up about 14% for each plant 
put in use, 

Ultimately, four times as 
many miners as the present 
work force would be needed if 
all potential sites are de- 
veloped. 

Not only miners are lacking, 
but presently there aren't 
enough mining engineers being 
graduated to meet future needs. 

Since hourly earnings of coal 
miners are among the highest 
in U.S. industry, the report 
hopefully notes that full imple- 
mentation of the mine safety 
act may have a positive effect 
in attracting young men to the 
industry. 

A comprehensive, long-range 
plan for “orderly but expediti- 
ous” development of a coal 
gasification industry is urged. 

Specifically needed are in- 
creased geological information 
on coal reserves and mining 
conditions, a program for mi- 
ning manpower development, 
establishment of better meth- 
ods of mine waste disposal, 
and “economically acceptable” 
solutions to the water supply 
problem. 

With the information in 
hand, Schneiderman: said 
the IEQ is now working 
with others from Illinois to 
secure a major demonstra- 
tion plant for Illinois, with 
either federal or industry 
financing. 

The entire report is based on 
use only of deep-mined coal, so 
coal gasification in Illinois 
would not perpetuate strip mi- 
ning. 


Autopsies Can Aid the Living by 


Helping Diagnose 


To smoke or not to smoke? 
That is a question whose ans- 
wer is a lively topic for people 
like the U.S. surgeon general, 
officers of the Tobacco Insti- 
tute and the general public. 

Without going into that sub- 
ject today, we'll utilize some 
general studies by the Ins! 
tute to explore another poin 
The generally low rate of au- 
topsies performed in the United 
States. 

Our dictionary defines an 
autopsy as “seeing with one’s 
own eyes” and “examination 
of a body after death for de- 
termining the cause of death 
or the character and extent of 
changes produced by disease.” 

Autopsies are performed in 
the U.S. in an estimated 20%, 
of all deaths, including about 
a third of those which occur in 
hospitals generally and nearly 
all of the deaths in federal hos- 
pitals. 

Among the states, a recent 
survey showed Kentucky rank- 
ed lowest in autopsy rate, at 
11.5%, and Hawaii, highest, 
42.5%. $ 

The U.S. average is low com- 
pared ‘to some other parts of 
the world. 

In Switzerland, 80% of 
deaths are autopsied, and 
Russia, close to 100%. 

A New York City physician 
who has worked for many years 
to promote increased use of 
postmortems has _ established 
the Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Medical Knowledge. 

Says Dr. John Prutting: 

“H. L. Mencken defined a 
judge as a law student who 
grades his. own papers. A sim- 
ilar view might be taken of 
the one who fails to submit his 
diagnostic skills to that im- 
partial grader, the autopsy. 

“It is disappointing to have 
one’s diagnosis of coronary oc- 
clusion become, at autopsy, a 
pulmonary embolism, ruptured 
aortic aneurysm, dissecting an- 
enurysm or an abdominal dis- 
ease such as pancreatitis, but 
nothing is more instructive. 

The Journal of the American 
Medical Association and the 
British Medical Journal have 
both stressed editorially the 
importance of autopsies in re- 
search and professional service 
as well as in teaching future 
doctors. 

Substantial space was de- 
voted to an article, “How 
Post-Mortems Help the Liv- 
ing,” in a recent issue of 
the American Medical Asso- 
ciation lay publication, To- 
day’s Health. 

The article was, in effect, a 
plea for more popular accep- 
tance of the autopsy, often 
made impossible by emotional 
resistance of the bereaved and 
“rigorous” state laws like 
New York's, which requires 
agreement of all immediate 
family members if there is no 
surviving spouse. 

Colorado, on the other hand, 
has a new law necessitating 
only the permission of the per- 
son handling funeral arrange- 
ments. 

Illinois has permitted hos- 
pitals to perform autopsies 
with the assent of only one 
surviving. relative. 

But the section of the law 
permitting this was ruled 
unconstitutional this year 
by a Cook County Circuit 
Court, causing much confu- 
sion among hospitals and 
physicians while an appeal 
is being considered. 

The judge declared that the 
“right to bury the body of a 
relative without mutilation by 
autopsy is a 
right” ‘of the surviving 
tives. 

But he didn’t rule how many 
must assent, what the time 
limit should be or how many 
family members must be con- 
tacted. He ordered a $1,000 
award to the brother of a man 
autopsied with only permission 
of another brother. 

Autopsy. findings are not 
available usually until some 
time after the death certificate 
is filed. 

No jurisdiction, 
requires correction of the 
death certificate when _post- 
mortem examination reveals 
diagnostic error. 

Dr. Prutting has suggested 
that mortality statistics be re- 
corded by degree of probable 
accuracy, with notation on 
whether the diagnosis has been 
supported by autopsy, biopsy 
or surgery, and that death cer-

Sinai Medical School before his 
death this year, was one of the 
early researchers investigé 
the accuracy of death 
cates by checking them against 
hospital records and autopsy 
reports. |

for error in  cause-of-death 
data:

Both statisticians and 

physicians have criticized 
the use of death certificates 
in epidemiological research 
—i.e., the study of people, 
their illnesses and deaths 
and those factors that they 
have in common that might 
have caused the specific 
disease. 

A Chicago pathologist, past 
president of the American Afso- 
ciation of Pathologists and 
Bacteriologists, has estimated 
that the principal diagnbsis 
listed on the death certificate 
is incorrect in about 10% of 
autopsied deaths, even in out- 
standing teaching hospitals, 

Dr. Robert W. Missler, who 
is professor of pathology And 
department chairman, Univers- 
ity of Chicago, said in many 
instances “the most meaning- 
ful statistical and epidemiolog- 
ical studies on the sti of 
environmental and genetic fac- 
tors on disease can only | be 
done from autopsy data. 

“We really should be moving 
toward a 100% autopsy rate, 
since selection of cases wduld 
be deleterious to these studids.’’ 

Dr. James had reported that 
overdiagnosis was often bal- 
anced by underdiagnosis int the 
same disease, as, far as vital 
statistics and disease rates 
were concerned. 1, 

But he added, “Despite such 
a compensating effect, the ex- 
tent of the error in a large 
number of specific cases caus 
serious doubts as to the valid- 
ity of the use of cause-of-deatl 
data as a basis for epidemi- 
ological studies of degenerative 
diseases."’

Most Illinois 
Anti-Pollution 
Suits Succeed 


A batting average of better 
than .300 in the big leagues is 
darn good. 

So'I don’t quite know what to 
make of the “batting average” 
of the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board and our attorney gen- 
eral. 

Only three of the 500 
cases the board has decided 
have been overturned on 
appeal—for a .994 record. 
This amazing record could be 

reduced slightly by adverse 
decisions in the two-dozen pend- 
ing appeal cases, but it still 
would provide a strong endorse- 
ment. 

Starting from scratch July 1, 
1970, the board has received 838 
cases and has kept nearly cur- 
rent by disposing of 500. 

What makes the board’s per- 
formance unique is that it was 
testing fresh legal ground — 
doing things under the law 
which really had never been 
done before. 

This was true in Illinois and 
in most other states when our 
General Assembly created the 
board and the state's anti-pollu- 
tion “policeman,” the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 

Past efforts everywhere 
had been slowed or stymied 
by poor organization, inade- 
quate. staffs, and a proced- 
ural maze which did little 
or nothing for the public, 
but kept lawyers busy. 

One key feature of the Illinois 
law is this: Appeals from the 
board's decision cannot be 
taken to Circuit courts, which 
in many areas have almost 
hopelessly huge backlogs of un- 
tried cases. 

The result is delay—almost 
endless delay. The Illinois law 
by this single feature has 
eliminated a major stumbling 
block in our efforts against 
pollution. 

‘All cases the board decides 
can be appealed, but there is a 
35-day deadline for filing, an- 
other precaution against-delay. 

Yet these provisions 
would not result sin better 
performance for the public 
unless the board’s decisions 
could stand up. They have, 
obviously. 

Perhaps I should mention that 
the members of the board, 
headed by David rrie, rep- 
resent both political parties 
and have terms that extend be- 
yound my own present term. 

I haven't always agreed with 
the board, but it is independent 
both by law and by the spirit of 
that law. 

Since the board is a quasi- 
judicial body, its independence 
from the chief executive is con- 
stitutionally sound

get lost in the courts. 

The bill struck at the 
heart of the Illinois law by 
requiring appeals to go to 
Circuit courts instead of 
Appellate courts. 

Approving such a measure, | 
wrote, “would sbring delay to 
our pollution control efforts and 
benefit no one except those 
seeking by dilatory tacticts to 
avoid compliance with clearly 
established statewide — stand- 
ards.”” 

While the board is and should 
be independent this is not true 
of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, the pollution en- 
forcement arm of the executive 
branch of state government. 

Like most policemen, the 
EPA has had its troubles 
including some serious friction 
with elected officials of local 
governments. 

The job the EPA must do 
will never be easy, simply 
because it’s human nature 
for people and officials to 
be against somebody else’s 
pollution, but rather toler- 
ant of their own. 

But the EPA, the mayors tell 
me, is now making strides to- 
ward smoother relations, and I 
am certain these efforts will be 
continued. 

In one area, I have asked the 
EPA to propose a second look 
at air pollution regulations 
adopted by the board which 
would possibly put out of busi- 
ness 80% to 90% of our small- 
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town grain elevators. 

To be successful, pollution 
controls should not be puni- 
tive, corifiscatory or unreas- 
onable, 

They must consider the wide- 
ly varying conditions between 
town and country, the necessity 
to keep our business firms com- 
petitive in the marketplace, and 
the huge costs to taxpayers of 
needed local improvements. 

In spite of these common- 
sense checks on “instant 
progress,” our efforts in 
Illinois rank well with any 
other state in the nation. 
Fortunately, local officials and 

business and labor interests in 
Illinois have generally been 
most cooperative and ‘enlight- 
ened. 

This may well be the great 
est single element in the sub- 
stantial progress we have made 
because no law, no matter how 
well written or administered, 
fares well in the face of public 
indifference or open hostility. 

Thus our good record tends to 
reflect more credit on the peo- 
ple of Illinois than on any board 
or agency. 

With our kind of people, it's 
a pleasure to. be governor

Data Catalog Correlates Information on Ecology Iilinois Named ~

Springfield—A comprehensive 
index which goes from “ambi- 
ent quality” to “aggravated 
assault” and from “building 
permits” to “burglary” has 
been.compiled by a state group 
whose chief interest is—would 
you believe—ecology. 

The Illinois Institute for En- 
vironmental Quality has re° 
leased a limited number of pre- 
liminary prints of the Illinois 
Data Catalog, which correlates 
a surprising spread of informa- 
tion which may be required by 
environmentalists. 

With more than 200 entries 
and a key word index of more 
than 500 entries, the Index will, 
after preliminary circulation 
and reaction, be issued in a 
loose-leaf folder form which 
will permit updating it from 
time to time. 


Michael Schneiderman, Insti- 
tute director, said the project 
Was undertaken because “Sur- 
prising quantities and varieties 
of information relevant to deci- 
sions affecting the environ- 
ment are collected by the many 
agencies of federal, state and 
local government. 

Waste Money 

If users do not know about 
such data, or cannot find it, 
they either do not use it or they 
waste money duplicating it.” 

The range‘of subjects at first 
glance at least seems to have 
little to do with matters envi- 
ronmental: for instance, bank- 
ing, births, poisoning in chil- 
dren, firearm owners (falling 
between local government fi- 
nance and fish management in 
the index), zip code maps, or 
marriage 

Each item is listed to show 


the area it includes—one or two 
counties, major river basins, or 
the entire state—as well as the 
date the project was done or 
updated. 

There is also a short sum- 
mary of what the subject mat- 
ter is, and then the name, ad- 
dress, zip code and phone num- 
ber of a contact for additional 
information or a complete copy 
of the subject listed. 

For additional efficiency, the 
volume is indexed as well by 
human resources, water, land 
or air resources, and has an 
agency index and a provision 
for data registry as well as the 
subject index. 

Some of the index entries 
may seem more like editorial 
comment than information as- 
sistance to some users—munic- 
ipal revenue, for instance leads 
next to murder, and marriage

When activated, the seat slides 
down the inclined track and is 
halted abruptly, simulating a 
dead stop at seven miles per 
| hour

the device in Southern Illinois.

Ethno-musicology as 
Culture Cited at SIUE 


Charlotte J. Frisbie, assistant 
professor of anthropalegy at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, is pursuing her 
professional interest in ethno- 
musicology as editor of the 
Ethno-Musicology Newsletter, a 
publication of the national So- 
ciety for Ethno-Musicology. 

“Ethno - musicology « is the 
study of ‘music in culture — it’s 
a combination of anthropolgy 
and music,” she said. 

Mrs. Frisbie said her ‘disci- 
pline is “another way of under- 
standing cultural systems. Mus- 
ic is an aspect of culture, it’s 
part of our lives, it’s a univer- 
sal that man shares with every 
other man around 
Anthropologists are interested 
in these universals,” she said. 

“A lot of people are attracted 
to ethno-musicology just by 
hearing sounds they consider 
strange or weird, because they 
don’t know what they mean, 
like the instruments of South 
India,” she said. 

Although no courses are of- 
fered at SIUE in ethno-music- 
ology, Mrs. Frisbie said the 
Lovejoy Library has ‘“‘an excel- 
lent collection of records and 
innstruments” which could pro- 
vide the resources for formal 
course-work, She said she is 
hopeful the course will event- 
ually be offered. 

Mrs, Frisbie was originally 
trained as a musician — she 
sings and plays the violin, pia- 
no, flute and organ. She said 
she» was always interested in 
Indians, which led her to do 
graduate work at Wesleyan 
University, Ohio, in  ethno- 
musicology. She received her 
Ph.D. in anthropology from the 
University of New Mexico. 

She accepted the editorship 
of the Ethno-Musicology News- 
leter earlier this year, “The 
Newsletter is the vehicle of the 
society through which the mem- 
bers keep in touch,” she said, 
‘not only with what students in 
the field are doing, but various 
research projects, field work in 
progress, and that sort of 
thing.” Her editorship is in ad- 
dition to her teaching and other 
responsibilities at SIUE.

Open Classes Endorsed 
At Teacher Conference 


Proponents of open education 
are trying to get across that 
the basis for learning in schools 
should be what the child wants 
to know about a specific topic 
at a specific time, American 
educator Charles Rathbone told 
a conference on “Humanizing 
Education Through the Open 
Classroom” during the week- 
end. 

Speaking to more than 400 ed- 
ucators and students meeting at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, Rathbone said 
proponents of open education

Teachers with ‘‘agendas’’ of 
subject matter to impart should 
realize that children are active 
agents with “agendas” of their 
own, he said. 

‘In open education teaching 
isn’t a vertical phenomenon 
with an older person giving 
knowledge to smaller, inferior 
persons, Rathbone said 
“Open education sees teaching 
as a lateral process, with the 
student making demands on the 
teacher, too. The teacher must 
be flexible to deal with differ- 
ent children at different lev- 
els.”” 

Rathbone said it is helpful 
to think of a teacher as a 
travel agent, helping a child to 
to go where he wants to go, to 
be a facilitator more than a 
transmitter of answers. 

Classrooms in which element 
ary school students are expect- 
ed to sit still for hours on end 
in neat rows may not work 
well, he said. 

“It’s natural for children to 
walk around; they need to walk 
around. . . . There should be 
a relationship between learning 
and direct experience. Children 
are very tactile and need to do 
scmething before they can

action. He said it is important 
to think about the best way to 
organize children in schools 
so their environment is excit- 
ing and can be explore 

“If you put kids in a drab 
and unresponsive environment, 
their minds are going to stop.” 

To make a school a develop- 
mental community, Rathbone 
said space should not be allo- 
caied to restrict, but instead 
rooms should open outward and 
“spill into the hallways. 

“Instead of allocating limited 
space to each child, with every 
space looking alike, why not 
allocate spaces of different 
sizes for different functions,” 
Rathbone id. ““You can have 
a science area with mice and 
gerbils, an arts area with draw- 
ing supplies and maybe an 
area with a linoleum floor for 
messes. You also need soft 
quiet nooks with good lighting 
where children can get away 
from it all and read.” 

He said time must be allocat 
ed in a flexible manner. 

“You can’ acknowledge a 
child's specific need only from 
9 a.m. to 9:15 and then say 
now you must stop and do 
something else. For instance in 
our school we bring milk car- 
tons into the room and set 
them down for a half hour so 
the children can wander over 
and drink their milk when they 
want. We don’t say to a child 
painting a picture that you 
must stop now and drink your 
milk first. We say if you want 
to, finish your picture and drin| 
your milk when you're ready 

The conference, sponsored by 
the SIUE Education Division 
and the Gateway East Chapter 
of the Association of Teacher 
Educators, also featured small 
group sessions after Rathbone's 
talk. The 16 sessions were led

East-West to Limit Development Through Control of Land Use, Transit, Sewers, Housing, Parks 


The East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council, . re- 
gional planning body for 
the St, Louis bi-state metro- 
politan area, last week for- 
mally adopted the following 
position on areawide plan- 
ning: 

The fundamental question to 
be resolved in urban planning 
at the metropolitan scale is 
how to influence the develop- 
ment and redevelopment of the 
region in achievement of cer- 
tain regional goals, and at the 
same time. preserve the goals 
and -objectives of governmentat 
bodies at the other scales of 
planning activity. 

A step toward resolving this 
question consists of attempting 
to fit together the various 
scales of planning activity in 
the region into some total ap- 
proach aimed at maximizing 
efficiency, productivity and 
quality of planning in the light 
of the finite amount of resourc- 
es available for planning 

Planning in the region is be- 
ing done at a variety of 
including municipal’ or 
county, — multi-county, 
gional and regional’ or 
wide.” 

Although the general levels 
of these various types of agen 
cies is relatively obvious, there 
is a considerable overlap be- 
tween the scales of planning 
adjacent to one another in the 
hierarchy. 

This overlap has historically 
produced, and could potentially 
lead to, competition between 
agencies regarding the use of 
federal planning funds in un- 
dertaking various projec 

As a step toward obviat- 
ing conflicts of interest and 
competition for its planning 
funds, the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development has asked the 
Council, in its capacity as 
the federally designated 
“areawide” planning or- 
ganization (APO), to define 
the term. “areawide” and 
thereby explicitly define 
the role of each agency in 
the region with respect to 
all the other agencies, and 
with HUD.

In addition, a series of poli

Scope of Areawide Planning 

When cities and suburbs were 
physically separated by forest 
or farm land, the problems of 
hese urban places— such as 
transportation, water, supply, 
sewage and refuse ‘disposal, 
and the use of land for new ables r 
development—could be solved tionalize 
ona local be some re, 

There was growth 


ror and, if plans were not 
made well, few people 
cared or were affected. 

But as these cities and 
villages expanded in size, 
reducing or eliminating the 
buffers of space between 
increasingly numerous peo- 
ple and problems, the need 
was evident for solotions 
that considered the tom- 
mon problems, the differing 
goals, and the general well- 
being of all who lived in the 
reigon. 

The concept of panning for 
sound and orderly development 
of individual cities and villages 
has been widely accepted and 
is generally successful 

However, the accretion of 
such inividual plans designed 
to attain local objectives can- 
not produce a logical and co- 
herent regional plan in a metro- 
politan area comprised of many 
municipalities. 

In the absence of the expres 
sion of a regional point of view, 
good plans for one part of the 
region are uncoordinated and 
sometimes in conflict with good 
plans for another part of, the 
same urban complex. 

Furthermore, there are a 
host of problems which are 
beyond the scope of auth- 
ority of the local planning 
units to solve. 

And it is increasingly evi- 
dent that the critical issues 
of urbin living today are 
deeply rooted in these area- 
wide problems. 

The scope of planning as de- 
fined above, therefor is co: 
ordination of local plans to in 
sure against conflicts that may 
arise between them—and plan. 
ning for the systems or func 
tions which are beyond the abil 
ity or authority of local plan 
ning agencies 

Among the elements of plan. 
ning «and coordination which 
qualif, being’ partially be- 
yond the authority or ability of 
these governments are land use, 
transportation, water and sewer, 
housing, and open space and 
recreation, 

Although areawide planning is 
not strictly limited to these ele 
ments, i felt that they are 
most significant.

Areawide planning Responsi- 
bility. 

Following is. an analysis by 
functional planning category of 
the level of planning responsi- 
bility that the Council antici- 
pates using in fulfilling its obli- 
gation as the areawide planning 
organization for St. Louis. 

It should be pointed out 
beforehand that the concern 
of the areawide agency in 
these functional areas ex- 
tends through the entire 
planning process—including 
inventory and analysis, goal 
formulation, development 
alternative plans, selection 
of a plan and implementa- 
tion. 

Land use. 

Land use planning is done at 
a number of levels, or scales, 
most notably for site, neighbor- 
hood, community, country and 
regional planning. 

Each of these levels of land 
use planning is done at a speci- 
fic scale and incorporates its 
own degree of detail in both 
land use objectives and the 
graphic statement of policies 
(map). 

As the only certified regional 
planning agency for the total 
metropolitan area, the East- 
West Council is concerned with 
determining land use require- 
ments within general categories 
for the entire region, and 
through the land use plan—al- 
locating these land require- 
quirements throughout the 
gion

will be the objective, goals and 
policies of the Land Use Plan

Areawide planning

—Interstates, freewa ex- 
pressways, major arterials and 
certain collectors which car! 
flows of traffic between vari- 
ous portions of the region, Not 
including local streets and oth- 
er paths which, due to their 
function, serve only traffic 
which does not have a norm- 
ally inter-jurisdictional flow. 

WATER AND SEWER 

Areawide planning for 
water and sewer is con- 
cerned with planning and 
application review for the 
location, size and extent 
ef water supply purifica- 
tion and distribution sys- 
tems; and the location, size 
and extent of wastewater 
collection, treatment and 
dispesal systems.

—Coordination of all hous- 
ing and residential develop- 
ment with other functional 
elements of the Comprehen- 
sive Plan. 

—Evaluation and A-95 Review 
of all federally-funded low-in- 
come and middle-income hous- 
ing proposals to determine if 
hey:

The Council, in its capacity 
as the federally-designated re- 
gional clearinghouse, is also re- 
quired to conduct project re- 
views as specified by Circular 
A-95 of the U. S. Office of Man- 
agement and Budget. 


The term areawide, therefore, . 


is also understood to include the 
collection of information in suf- 
ficient detail to make meaning- 
ful project reviews, even if this 
level of detail is not required 
for doing areawide planning. 

COORDINATION AND IM- 
PLEMENTATION POLICIES. 

The task of making sure that 
the good local plans that are be- 
ing done throughout the region 
do not conflict with each other 
and with the regional skeletal 
systems that pass through their 
jurisdictions is basi 
of coordination. . 

Hence, any statement of the 
areawide responsibilities of the 
Council must address the ques- 
tion of how the Council will at- 
tempt’ to coordinate its activi- 
ties of the local areas in the 
region, and the planning activi- 
ties of the local area with each 
other. 

Included in this section, there- 
fore, is a series of policies for 
coordination between agencies, 
and implementation of a region- 
al planning process. 

The following list suggests a 
series of policies the Council 
can adopt in working toward a 
closer coordination’ of planning 
efforts in the region, and the 
elimination of potential conflict 


over the allocation of planning 
funds. 


a. Common goals and: objec- 
lives—Comprehensive and func- 
tional planning bodies should 
adopt goals and objectives with 
the Council. 

b. Common data bases, and 
forecasts—The Council and oth- 
er planning bodies, including 
states, should all use the same 
bases for the collection of data, 
and the same forecasts for 
population, employment, etc. 

c. Preparation of consistent 
or unified work program — 
Overall program designs of all 
general and special purpose 
planning agencies should be re- 
viewed and adjusted for devel- 
opment of a regional-oriented 
work program 

d. Development committee— 
Establish a Development Com- 


mittee consisting of the plan- - 


ning directors tq act in an ad- 
visory capacity to the Council 
staff and their representatives 
on the board. 

e. Plan review—Require a re- 
view and coordination from the 
regional level, both during and 
after preparation, of general 
and special-purpose plans being 
prepared in the region. 

f. Liaison personnel—Estab- 
lish liaison personnel from the 
Council staff who will, as part 
of their responsibilities, work 
with local agencies and jurisdic- 
tions throughout the region in 
order to establish an_ inter- 
change of regional and local 
perspective: 


coordination and cooper: 

state administrative processes 
in support of metropolitan plan- 
ning, such as stimulating met- 
ropolitan regional review. of 
state projects in the area. 

h. Local planning agency 
participation — The. areawide 
agency will encourage) data 
collection and, when feasible, 
planning at the local, county or 
multi-county levels as inputs to 
areawide plans, 

This planning and data col- 
lection will be coordinated and 
monitored by the Council to in- 
sure consistency with regional 
planning objectives. |
